(90 students). The research cluster he engaged in is a multi-disciplinary research 
cluster interested in the behavior and interaction of things, kinetic design and robotics, 
multi-sensory interfaces. His "1st Element" project is a brilliant invention which won 
the B-pro Bronze Ear Prize and it had been exhibitied in Kinetic Art Fair London 2014 .
